Washington, D. C., June 16.—{Special. }— 
President Taft's expected message to con- 
gress was sent in today after a conference 
fasting two hours this morning with the law 
e of the cabinet, fortified by Senator Elihu 


The president's argument that it would be 
wise to pass an income tax law at the 
present time because it could not be enforced 
‘until*after a tedious appeal to the courts and 

bly not even then was so complete that it 
waquestionably has put an end to the income 
tax agitation at the present time. 

‘There will be no income tax law tn his ad- 
ministration unless the constitutional 
amendment is adopted by the legislatures 
of three-fourths of all the states in the union. 
That much is settled. 

President Taft also presented an extended 
‘@tgument, which is admitted to be sound 
law, in favor of legislation providing for a 

ex on the net incomes of corporations. He 
holds that such a levy on corporations is an 
excise and not a direct tax, and that the 
'Bupreme court, in the income cases, and par- 
ticularly in the Pollock case, made this fact 
clear. 
Good Proof of Constitutionality. 

When 80 good a lawyer as President Taft 
with Elihu Root, Attorney General Wicker- 
sham, and other big lawyers of the distinct- 
ly legal cabinet uphold this view, it possesses 
authority second only to that of the Supreme 
court itself. The proposition for a corpora- 

tion tax therefore goes to congress with the 
‘strongest possible backing as to its constitu- 
tlonality and expediency. 

If this were the beginning of a long ses- 
sion a corporation tax would stand a good 
chance of enactment. As it is now. however. 
at the tail end of a special session, with hot 
weather approaching and with the certainty 
of a long debate on this subject, the chances 
of its passage are at least doubtful. 

Most of the members of congress give un- 
stinted praise to the president's first im- 
portant state paper. They say he presented 
a cool, nonhysterical. and evidently judicial 

view of the situation. He believes in the 
principle of the income tax as a permanent 
means of raiding revenue, but he does not 

‘think the federal government has the power 
under the constitution as now interpreted. 
and that it would be worse than foolish te 
enact a law tn the hope of & reversal by the 
Supreme court of its previous position, be- 
cause the income tax law of 1894 never has 
been repealed and has just as much chance 
of enforcement as a new law. 


Long Delays Are Unavoidable. 

This position of the president generally is 
accepted now in congress, especially when 
it is reinforced by his declaration, quite in 
line with many statements made in these 
columns, that an income tax law would not 
produce any revenue whatsoever until after 
it had been affirmed by the Supreme court 
as constitutional, which would mean years 
of delay and litigation and a vast amount of 
‘eonfusion in the government finances. 

There seems to be in congress little objec- 
tion to submitting to the states the question 
of a constitutional amendment permitting 
the federal government to levy an income 
tax if it sees fit. It ts recognized on all sides 
that this would be wise, whether it is pro- 
posed to pass such a law or not. The time 
may come, in the case of war or financial 
panic, or dome unexpected crisis, that the 
government will be obliged to hunt for new 
sources of revenue. 

The contention of the president and those 
who follow him is that the time is ripe for 
‘conferring this additional power upon the 
government, so that at any time it may pro- 
ceed to tax incomes without being embar- 
rassed by any possible construction of the 
courts. It will take several years to get 
through a constitutional amendment, and 
when that is done the advisability of levying 
tax can be discussed and decided on its 


+Merits. 


Differ on Corporation Tax. 
As to the proposed tax on the net incomes of

OTHERS TELL OF SPREES. 


Former Employes Testify as to 
Things Mistress Did When 
Said to Have Been 
Intoxicated. 


New York, June 16.—[{Special.}—The de- 
tense in the Kathrine Clemmons Gould suit 
for separation from Howard Gould put for- 
ward a squad of former servants to testify 
today as to the things that Mrs. Gould did 
when they thought she was more or less in- 
toxicated. 

The testimony was not impressive unt!) the 
last witness of the day told about Mrs. 
Gould's alleged conduct at the Blue Gap 
farm in Virginia in November, 1906, during 
which time, he declared, she drank herself 
sick and fell off a chair. 

The plaintiff charges that this resulted from 
some one drugging Mrs. Gould's coffee, and 
the witness stoutly denied he had anything 
to do with it or ever heard that any one was 
charged with the act until a year or so later 
when Mrs. Gould put in her answer to the 
charge of falling off the chair. 

Counsel for both sides joined today in 6 
move to expedite the trial by holding longer 
daily sessions. Unless unusual progress is 
made night sessions will be held next week. 


Claims Plaintiff Is Poor. 

Following the session today, Mr. Shearn ar- 
gued his application before Supreme Court 
Justice Giegerich for $20,000 additional coun- 
sel fees and about $4,000 for disbursements. 
He declared he has spent $3,000 on the case 
out of his own pocket and that the plaintiff is 
so poor that she is unable to supply herself 
with the stenographer’s minutes of the pre- 
ceding day's session, which are in the hands 
of the defense. 

He says he will call fifty or more witnesses 
for Mrs. Gould, and that he can't look to Mrs. 
Gould for financial help because she has all 
she can do to scrape along with the $25,000 
alimony she now is getting. The court al- 
lowed Mr. Shearn $5,000 counse! fee at the 
time Mrs. Gould's alimony was fixed. 

Mr. Shearn said that Mrs. Gould is putting 
up with the simplest kind of quarters at the 
Hotel Belmont—tweo rooms and a bath—and 
that she has to pay $800 a week for her liv- 
ing expenses. Her taxicab hire is $500. a 


month alone, Mr. Shearn said, and then she 


doesn’t use one any more than is necessary. 
Justice Giegerich expressed some astonish- 
ment at this figure. ; 


Defense Springs Star Witness. 

De Lancéy Nicoll maintained that Mrs. 
Gould had testified that she is the sole owner 
of Blue Gap farm. “A better estate than 
you or I will ever have, he said, and thinks 
that she is financially able to take care of her 
own case, The court will take briefs on the 
motion tomorrow and will decide later. 

Robert Trotter, the star witness for the de- 
fense, and the man who has supplied Mr. 
Gould with a good deal of his ammunition in 
the shape of telegrams sent to Dustin Far- 
num and others, was on the stand most of the 
afternoon. He was employed at Castle Gould 
from June to September, 1906, and then went 
down to Bive Gap farm to remain until the 
latter part of November, when Mrs. Goulé 
discharged him. 

Trotter said he was head carpenter at 
Castie Gould and in such capacity saw Mrs. 
Gould frequently while he was there. The 
first incident that was impressed on his mins 
was when Mrs. Sands went out to the castle 
to visit Mrs. Gould. 


Swears Mrs. Gould Was Drunk. 

Mrs. Gould was upstairs and sent for me 
to come up to Mrs. Sand’s room to open the 
door because she had lost the key.“ said 
Trotter. “I tried all the keys I had, but 
none of them would fit, and then Mrs. Gould 
said: ‘Smash the d—n thing 

“ Did you smash it? asked Mr. Nicoll. 

„% No, I unscrewed the hinges and got the 
door open that way. Iam positive that Mrs. 
Gould was under the influence of liquor on 
that occasion. : 

Another time when I saw her drunk was 
when she rang the bell for the servants. I 
went upstairs and saw her talking to her 
French maid. I heard her say: 

„ You must wash that floor. I'm Mrs. 
Howard Gould—d—n you, you wash that 
floor.“ ; 

“ Just then the maid walked past me and 
said: ‘ len't this just horrible? 

Trotter said that on another occasion he 
and his men were repairing the servants’ 
quarters and Mrs. Gould came out and 
showed that she had been drinking. He said 
she had a flushed countenance, disheveled 
bair, and a staggering walk and talked in a 
loud tone of voice. 


Mrs. Gould Cursed Carpenters? 

“Once Mrs. Gould came downstaire where 
I and two other men were working on a 
door, he said. “ When Mrs. Gould saw the 
men she said: 

** — d You, you've been working on 
that door four days now, and haven't got it 
done yet.. 

Trotter said he had just put the men to 
work on the door that morning. 

„Another time, when I was out in the sta- 
bles putting up a harness rack,“ he con- 
tinued. “Mrs. Gould came out with her 
coachman, footman, and @ groom. She or- 
dered all the horses taken out of the 
stables and their blankets taken off. Then 
she compelled the men to run the horses 
up and down the yard. There were tweive 
horses in all.

I am sure she was intoxicated 
that time.“

Dunne Trustees Start Row and Keep 
Pot Boiling. 


One of the most turbulent scenes in the his- 
tory of the Chicago board of education, a 
scene in which inuendoes of untruthfulness 
and other persolaities were passed, occurred 
last night when the final report of the special 
text book investigating committee came up: 
The report came at the close of the session 
after a number of reports on which the 
Dunne minority clashed with the majority 
had roused the ire of both factions and ren- 
dered the atmosphere tense with excitement. 

The final clash, in which Raymond Hobins 
rose in a threatening attitude and flung per- 
sonalities at Chester M. Dawes, followed the 
majority report of the text book committee 
declaring the failure of the costly investiga- 
tion to disclose that Chicago has been dis- 
criminated against to any great extent in the 
sale of school books. John J; Sonsteby as 
chairman of the committee presented a mi- 
nority report in which he sought to continue 
the investigation and to widen its scope. 

Majority Reports Small Loss. 

The majority report, which both he and 
Mr. Mills declared inadequate and not fur- 
nishing sufficient details of the conduct of 
the investigation, in part was as follows: 

„ after full investigation your committee 
finds that out of eighty-seven books in use 
in the high schools of Chicago only seven 
have been purchas 1 by us at prices higher 
than have been paid elsewhere, and the total 
annual loss to the board and to the pupils 
has amounted to approximately $329 per 
annum. Out of thirty-three books in use in 
the elementary schools we have paid in the 
case of only one book a higher price than has 
been paid elsewhere. That book is Tarr & 
McMurry’s geography.” 

Excitement Is Tense. 

Mr. Dawes increased the suppressed excite- 
ment in speaking to 4 motion to adopt the 
majority report.

Offering an amendment limiting the opera- 
tion of the proposed law for the free admis- 
sion of sugar from the Philippine islands to 
two years, Senator Gore declared that the 
sugar trust would be the beneficiary of 
free sugar. He said his amendment would 
permit a practical test and woyld demon- 
strate how the plan would operate. His 
amendment was rejected, % to 48. 

After Mr. Dick had made another effort to 
prevent the free entry of tobacco from the 
Philippines, the Philippines free trade sec- 
tion, with amendments, was adopted by a 
vote of 42 to 28. Six Republicans, Senatore 
Root, Borah, Bristow, Clapp, Crawford, and 
La Follette, voted with the Democrats 
against the finance committee proposition. 


Hard Fight Over Zinc. 

As soon as the Philippine amendment was 
disposed of the zinc schedule was brought 
up by Mr. Aldrich, who offered a committee 
amendment substituting a graduated scale 
of rates on zinc ore in place of the duty of 
1 cent a pound, as provided in the house bill. 
The substitute admits zinc bearing ores con- 
taining less than 10 per cent of zinc free of 
duty. On zine ore containing from 10 per 
cent to 20 per cent the rate is K of a cent a 
pound on the zinc contained therein; on zinc 
ore containing from 20 per cent to 25 pen 
cent, % of a cent per pound on the zinc; and 
on ore containing more than 25 per cent, 1 
cent per pound. 

A substitute for the committee amendment 
was offered by Mr. Stone, which provided 
that all zinc in pigs or block, oxide of zinc, 
old and worn out zinc, fit only to be remanu- 
factured and all manufactures of zinc should 
be placed on the free list. 

“What is cOmmonly known as the zinc 
trust in New Jersey has been persistent in 
the advocacy of free zinz ore and others have 
joined in this contention,” said Mr. Stone, 
in supporting his amendment. I wish to 
put these interests and those who agree with 
their views to the test.“ 

Mr. Stone said he was willing to have zinc 
ore continued on the free list if the products 
of zinc also were placed on that list. His 
amendment was lost by a vote of 16 to 50. 


Burton Calls Duty “Absurdity,” 

Mr. Burton, in offering an amendment to 
strike out the duty on zinc ore, said the 
tendency of those European countries which 
have made the greatest progress in economic 
questions has been towards free raw mate- 
rials and low duties on articles of food. He 
said the proposed duty was not only an in- 
congruity but an absurdity. He asserted 
that the ad valorem equivalent of the com- 
mittee’s proposed rates on zinc ore was 84 
per cent, while on the duty on spelter it was 
only a little more than 20 per cent. 

In contradiction to Mr. Heyburn’s sugges- 
tion that ore containing 10 per cent of zinc 
would be brought from Mexico if admitted 
free of duty, Mr. Smoot declared that the ex- 
pense of such a transaction would make it 
unprofitable. 

Senator Kean offered a substitute for the 
committee amendment placing a duty of 50 
cents a ton on zinc ore containing not more 
than 30 per cent of ginc and with graduated 
duties up to 4 a ton on ore containing over 
55 per cent of zinc. 

Opposing Mr. Kean’s amendment, Senator 
Guggenheim said that while he would prefer 
a straight duty of a cent a pound on zinc ore, 
he was willing to accept the slightly lower 
duty ommended by the finance committee. 
After Senator Stone had argued in favor of 


a straight duty of 1 cent a pound on unc ore 


Mr. Kean's substitute was rejected and the 
committee amendment was adopted. The 
next paragraph agreed to was that placing 
11-3 cents a pound on zinc in blocks or pigs 
and zinc dust, 1% cents a pound on zinc in 
sheets, and 2 cents on zinc sheets plated or 
coated, and 1 cent a pound on old and worn- 
out zinc metal. 


Silk Schedule Agreed To.

Big Concerns Plead “Unfair.” 

Therefore these corporation officers take 
the ground that it is unfair to inflict an in- 
come tax on the man who is stockholder, 
either great or small, in some big manufac- 
turing enterprise, and levy no corresponding 
income tax upon the proprietor of a private 
business doing the same thing in the same 
way and probably charging the consumer 
the same prices. 

This argument that the proposed corpora- 
tion tax is one on the incomes of the people 
who invest their money in corporations sure- 
ly will be a strong one in congress, use 
of the distinction made as between them and 
those who derive their means of livelihood 
from salaries, rents, partnership interests, 
and other sources of income. 

One of the features which was widely ¢is- 
cussed in congress today concerns the ques- 
tion of publicity of corporation management. 
It is possible this feature will be more ob- 
noxious to the corporations than anything 
else, but it will be correspondingly popular 
with the people. In his message the president 
said: ‘** Another merit of this tax is the fed- 
eral supervision which must be exercised in 
order to make the law effective over the an- 
‘nual accounts and business transactions of 
all corporations.” 


Double Purpose in Proposal. 

Then he goes on to say: 

“If now, by a perfectly legitimate and et- 
fective system of taxation, we are incident- 
ally able to possess the government and the 
stockholders and the public of the knowledge 
of the real business transactions and the 
gains and profits of every corporation in the 
country, we have made a long step toward 
that supervisory control of corporations 
which may prevent a further abuse of 
power.“ 

There are some wicked corporations which 
fear publicity more than they do anything 
else. There are some good corporations 
which do not wish government inspection of 
their methods of doing business and of the 
profits upon their transactions because they 
fear that it will involve the turning over of 
their business secrets to their own rivals. 

he proposed federal tax on corporations 
evidently means a close supervision of the 
accounts of every railroad, of every insur- 
ance company, of every big department store, 
and of every mercantile house or manufac- 
turing establishment organized as a corpora- 
tion. It would extend the federal contro! to 
the guaranteed state banks of Oklahoma to 
a degree which would certainly be resented 
by those absurd institutions. It would put 
the United States court in a position at all 
times to assume original jurisdiction in re- 
gard to the management of every municipal 
corporation, street cars, gas companies, elec- 
tric light plants, and so on. 


Distillers Used as Example. 

Railroads and steamship companies, now 
subjected to only a mild form of control by 
the interstate commerce commission, would 
have to submit their book to treasury agents 
much as the distilleries do to the internal 
revenue officers, because the foundation of 
the close supervision of the manufacture of 
spirits is to secure for the government its 
full revenue. The United States watches 
every distillery and brewery and cigar fac- 
tory with the most minute care, and yet it 
has no concern over the methods of manu- 
facturing. 

President Taft has advanced some good 
arguments for a tax on corporations, and be- 
lieves in it thoroughly. The complexity of 
the situation and the variety of the interests 
which are affected are cited now, not as ar- 
guments against it but as showing the diffi- 
culty and possible danger of passing such a 
law at this time, with no opportunity for a 
careful examination in committee and a free 
debate on the floor of both senate and house. 

Congress is prone to delay in a good many 
things, but argument for postponing action 
in this particular case will be so strong that 
the chances are much against the adoption 
of the president’s views at this session, al- 
though it is conceded they may be taken up 
and adopted at the regular session of the 
same congress.

TEXT OF TAFT MESSAGE. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Washington, D. C., June 16.—Following is 
the text of the message President Taft today 
sent to congress: 

It is the constitutional duty of the presi- 
dent from time to time to recommend for 
consideration of congress such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expedient. In 
my inaugural address, immediately preced- 
ing this present extraordinary session of con- 
gress, I invited attention to the necessity for 
a revision of the tariff at this session and 
stated the principles upon which I thought 
the revision should be effected. 

“TI referred to the then rapidly increasing 
deficit and pointed out the obligation on the 
part of the framers of the tariff bill to ar- 
range the duty so as to secure an adequate 
income, and suggested that if it was not pos- 
sible to do so by import duties, new kinds of 
taxation must be adopted, and among them 
I recommended a graduated inheritance tax 
as correct in principle and as certain and 
easy of collection. The house of representa- 
‘tives has adopted the suggestion and has 
provided in the bill it passed for the collec- 
tion of such a tax. 

“In the senate the action of its finance 
committee and the course of the debate indi- 
cate that it may not agree to this provision, 
and it is now proposed to make up the deficit 
by the imposition of a general income tax 
in form and substance of almost exactly the 
same character as that which in the case of 
Pollock vs. Farmers’ Loan and Trust com- 
pany [157 U. 8. 429] was held by the Supreme 
court to be a direct tax and therefore not 
within the power of the federal government 


course, 
People Want Income Tax. 

* Again, it is clear that by the enactment 
of the proposed law the congress will not 
only be bringing money into the treasury to 
meet the present deficiency, but by putting 
on the statute book a law already there and 
never repealed, will simply be suggesting to 
the executive officers their possible duty to 
invoke litigation. If the court should main- 
tain its former view, no tax would be col- 
lected at all. If it should ultimately reverse 
itself still no taxes would have been collected 
until after protracted delay. 

“Tt is said the difficulty and delay in se- 
curing the approval of three-fourths of the 
states will destroy all chance of adopting 
the amendment, Of course, no one can 
speak with certainty upon this point, but I 
have become convinced that a great ma- 
jority of the people of this country are in 
favor of vesting the national government 
with power to levy an income tax, and that 
they will secure the adoption of the amend- 
ment in the states, if proposed to them. 

„ Second, the decision in the Pollock case 
left power in the national government to levy 
an excise tax; which accomplishes the same 
purpose as a corporation Income tax, and is 
free from certain objections urged to the 
proposed income tax measure. 


Tax Excise on Privilege. 

“TI therefore recommend an amendment to 
the tariff bill imposing upon all corporations 
and joint stock companies for profit, @xcept 
national banks (otherwise taxed), savings 
banks, and-building and loan associations, 
an excise tax measured by 2 per cent on the 
net income of such corporations. Thie is 
an excise tax upon the privilege of doing 
business as an artificial entity and of free- 
dom from a general partnership liability en- 
joyed by those who own the stock. 

am informed that a 2 per cent tax of 
this character would bring into the treasury 
of the United States not less than $25,000,000, 

“The decision of the Supreme court in the 
case of the Spreckels Sugar Refining com- 
pany against McClain (192 U. 8. 307) seeme 
clearly to establish the principle that such a 
tax as this is ar excise tax upon privilege 
and not a direct tax on property, and is 
within the federal power without apportion- 
ment according to population. The tax on 
net income ig preferable to one proportion- 
ate to a percentage of the gross receipts, be- 
cause it ie a tax upon success and not failure. 
It imposes a burden at the source of the in- 
come at a time when the corporation is well 
able to pay and when collection is easy. — 

Another merit of this tax is the federal 
supervision which must be exercised in or- 
der to make the law effective over the annual 
accounts and business transactions of an 
corporations. While the faculty of assum- 
ing a corporate form has been of the utmost 
utility in the business world, ft also is true 
that substantially all of the abuses and all 
of the evils which have aroused the public 
to the necessity of reform were made possi- 
ble by the use of this very faculty. 


Full Inquiry Is Provided. 

“Tf, now, by a perfectly legitimate and 
effective system of taxation we are able to 
possess the government and the stockholders 
and the public of the knowledge of the real 
business transactions and the gains and 
profits of every corporation in the country, 
we have made a long step toward that super 
visory control of corporations which may 
prevent a further abuse of power. 

I recommend, then, first, the adoption of 
a joint resolution by two-thirds of both 
houses, proposing to the states an amend- 
ment to the constitution granting to the fed- 
eral government the right to levy and collect 
an income tax without apportionment among 
the states according to population: and. 
second, the enactment, as part of the pending 
revenue measure, either as a substitute for, 
or in addition to, the inheritance tax, of an 
excise tax upon all corporations, measured 
by 2 per cent of their income.

PROGRESSIVES AID TAFT PLAN. 


While Seeking Direct Income Tax, They 
Will Support Proposed Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 


Washington, D. C., June 16.—Five progress- 
ive Republican senators, Borah, Bristow, 
Cummins, La Follette, and Clap, conferred 
tonight to determine what their attitude is to 
be in relation to the income tax amendment 
to the tariff bill in the face of President Taft's 
special message to congress today favoring 
the submission of the question to the states 
for a constitutional amendment and the en- 
actment of a law taxing the net earnings 
of corporations. 

They decided the president's plan ts not 
inconsistent with their demands for the adop- 
tion of an amendment taxing incomes, and 
that both may be adopted in harmony, but, 
nevertheless, announced they will continue 
to fight for the adoption of their income tax 
plan. They issued the following statement: 

“The friends of the income tax feel it a 
duty to continue to put forth every effart to 
secure the adoption of the measure. While 
they believe the Supreme court will sustain 
the law, yet to provide against any possible 
contingency that might result from an ad- 
verse decision, they gladly favor the propoal- 
tion to amend the constitution. 

They do not feel satisfied with simply a 
eorporation tax. It will tax tens of thousands 
of stockholders whose total incomes are 
small, and will exempt in large measure the 
immense personal incomes of the country. 
The provision they favor treats large in- 
comes exactly alike, whether received by cor- 
porations or individuals, and whether arising 
—— interest, dividends, inheritances, or oth- 
erwise.“

Charge All Boats Are Controlled. 

In effect the charge is made that these lines 
control 100 per cent of the package lake trans- 
portation, and that, having acquired an ab- 
solute control of every boat which carries 
flour between Duluth and Buffalo, as weil 
as being owners of docks at which independ- 
ent boats are not permitted to load or unload, 
they have been able to throttle competition 
and establish a rate on wheat transported to 
Buffalo which is rapidly putting the Minne- 
apolis milling people out of business. 

The grievance of the Minneapolis people 
lies in the fact that flour made from wheat 
carried by water from Duluth to Lake Erie 
ports, and there milled and the product 
carried by rail to Atlantic seaboard ports, 
reaches its destination at a final cost which 
is much less than the flour ground at the 
complainants’ mills and carried over the 
same route. In other words, it is charged 
that the railroads have so manipulated the 
lake transportation on wheat that it is more 
profitable to mill the western product in 
Buffalo and other eastern points than in 
the big institutions at Minneapolis and im- 
mediate vicinity. 


Discrepancy in the Rates. 

According to the showing of the millers 
there is a wide discrepancy in the rates on 
flour and wheat carried by the lake and rail 
route as compared to the all rail route. The 
All rall rate on flour from Minneapolis to 
New York is W cents per hundred. The 
all rall rate on wheat between the same two 
points is 26 cents. The flour which travels 
by the lake and ral! route from Minneapolis to 
New York is transported for cents per hun- 
dred. while a difference of 5 cents per hundred 
is made in favor of wheat, that commodity 
being taken over the lake and rail route at 
an 18 cent rate. 

The commission is asked to place the rates 
on wheat and flour on a parity and millers 
are contending that it is within the power 
of this trébunal to do so. The startling 
charge of a combination in regard to trans- 
portation on the great lakes is one of the 
points which the commissioners are think- 
ing over with unfeigned interest.

I hope to see the dey when 
in this respect also Germans will be as other 
people. Particularly in England no one is

personal relations. It is to be also 
that we shall see the ‘time when it will not 
be necessary to consider a man either stupid 
or a scoundrel who, in economic or political 
questions, does not think as we do.“ 


Chancellor Warms to Liberals. 

In conclusion the chancellor praised the 
part that liberalism has taken in the de- 
velopment of German national life and spoke 
highly of the great contributions that the 
Liberal parties are making today toward the 
national welfare. . 

Continuing, Prince von Buelow said he de- 
sired to conduct the business of state in such 
a way that the Liberal parties might con- 
tinue to codperate. 

When he asked himself the reason why the 
parliamentary strength of the Liberal groups 
did not correspond to the strength of the Lib- 
eral party, he thought he found an explana- 
tion not only in the spread of social de- 
mocracy, but in a certain adherence bt the 
parliamentary groups to theoretical ideas. 
The chancellor, after a rapid sketch of the 
government’s financial program, referred to 
the reports as to whether or not he would 
retain the chancellorship. 


Keeps Post So Long as Useful. 

“I will remain,” he declared, 80 long as 
the emperor believes that my cot n 
in the internal and external policies of the 
government is useful to the empire and so 
long as my Own political convictions and my 
own judgment of the political situation make 
me believe that I can be useful. I know no 
question in the field of internal politics equal 
in importance to that of the rapid adjustment 
of the financia! situation, and to this great 
task I devote myself completely.“ 

The chancellor declared, also, that when he 
believed a successor could more easily attain 
the aims of the imperial policy, or when cir- 
cumstances should make his cotperation un- 
necessary, he would convince the crown that 
he should retire from office.

Pontif? Asks Archbishop Farley in 
Joking Voice of His Act at 
Castel Gandolfo in Rome. 


ROME, June 14—Archbishop Farley of New 
York, the Rt. Rev. Michael J. Hoban, bishop 
of Scranton, and Bishop Maurice F. Burke of 
St. Joseph, Mo., were received: in private 
audience by the pope today. Archbishop Far- 
ley's audienee lasted for half an hour. He 
thanked the pope for the interest taken in the 
golden jubilee of the American college. In 
a joking tone the pope said to the archbishop: 
“I have been told that yesterday you went 
to Castel Gandolfo and played baseball. 
The archbishop replied: 

“Yes, your holiness, I pitched the first 
ball.

Says Storehouse Was Emptied. 

Wright said that Mrs. Gould ordered 400 
blankets and 200 quilts sent to the house that 
afternoon and that he sent all he could and 
Mrs. Gould had some wagons loaded and left 
an hour or so later. 

Mr. Shearn brought out the fact that al- 
though Wright had never kept a diary be- 
fore he wrote down the happenings of sey- 
eral days at this period. Wright said that 
Malloy kept a diary, too. 

Wright said he bore Mrs. Gould no Ill feel- 
ing. He said he never saw Mrs. Gould take 
a drink and the only times he thought she 
had been drinking were when she came tothe 
storehouse and to the office. 

Reinhold Carlson, who was the Gould head 
coachman between October, 1904. and Aug: 
ust, 1906, said he first saw Mrs. Gould under 
the influence of drink about four days after 
he went there. He said he had orders to 
drive out a pair of horses on a skeleton break 
and took Mrs. Gould out for a ride. 

„When we got down the road a little way I 
noticed that Mrs. Gould was intoxicated. 
Her face was flushed, her breath smelled 
terribly, and she was sitting unsteady. She 
was right beside me and I was so afraid she 
would fall out of the high seat that I took the 
reins in my right band and put my hand be- 
hind her back two or three times tocatch her 
if she went over. I rode this way for about 
two miles and then drove back home.” 


Tells Incident of Mules. 

Carlson then told the incident of the mules. 
He said he was driving Mrs. Gould around 
the estate and they came to a dock where a 
team of mules was tied. He said the 
mules were unhitched and that Mrz. Gould 
had him to stop. She got ou: and tried to 
hook the mules on to the wagon, and when 
she could not do it she tied the mules to the 
tree again after turning them arvund two or 
three times. 

Carlson said he didn't remember seeing 
Mrs. Gould drunk again until May of the next 
year, when she had him drive he: ali aroun) 
the place looking for Ford, the1 the mara- 
ger. When she was at one of the gates Ford 
drove up, having been to New York on an er- 
rand. He said Mrs. Gould asked Ford how 
he dared leave the place without getting per- 
mission first, and then discharged him and

Mrs. Amanda Carlson said she smelied 
whisky on Mrs, Gould's bréath once when 
Mrs. Gould came to the lodge and again when 
all the chefs had been discharged at Castle 
Gould and she was sent for to go up and help 
out with the cooking: 

Jane McCann, the seamstress at the castle, 
said that the first day she got to Castle Gould

James Lauritzen, a footman for Mrs. 
Gould in 1908 and 1904, told how Mr. and Mrs. 
Gould were going in an automobile from 
Sherry’s to the Waldorf one night and Mrs. 
Gould fell when she was getting out, but was 
caught by Mr. Gould. He was sure she was 
intoxicated that night, but although he was 
with her as footman over a year that was the 
only time when he was positive she was 
drunk.

New York, June IG Charles W. Morse, 
convicted banker, was released on bail today 
pending the taking up of his appeal in the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals next 
October. 

For nearly four months Morse wil) be free 
to go and come as he pleases. At the end of 
that time the Court of Appeals will either 
order a new trial or affirm the sentence of 
fifteen years’ iniprisonment imposed upon 
the former ice king last November. 

The bail bond for $125,000 was signed tate 
this afternoon by twenty wealthy friends of 
Morse who volunteered for this service sev- 
eral months ago, and Morse quit the custody 


of the United States marshal shortly before 
6 o'clock. 

Morse Tells of Plans. 
“IT am glad for. this,” he said to the little 
group of friends who gathered about him in 
the federal building to offer their congratu- 
lations. “And now I have a busy four 
months before me. I am going straight to 
my home and take care of myself and of my 
wife. There is a little planning to be done, 
and we expect to go to the country for a 
short time until I can think it all out. Then 
I shall get back here and climb into the har- 
ness to, pull all the tangled threads together 
again.” 
The order of the court permitting Morse to 
bail came as a surprise to his wife and 
friends when it was handed down at noon 
today. They have been working for his re- 
lease since the early part of the year, but 
there had been no indication that a response 
to their petitions would be given at once. 


Busy Day for Mrs. Morse. 

Mrs. Morse was with her husband in the 
Tombs when the news was received there. 
and she spent one of the busiest afternoons 
of her life marshaling her husband’s friends 
and obtaining their signatures to the neces- 
sary papers in time to bring about his re- 
lease before sunset. When the last signature 
was approved by the court she smilingly 
conducted an impromptu reception. 

Morse was convicted of having misappro- 
priated the funds of his former chief bank, 
the National Bank of North America, in 
finaneial operations which led to his being 
thrown into bankruptcy early in 1908. He 
was sentenced to fifteen years in the federal 
prison in Atlanta, Ga. Since this conviction

has lavished so much advice on the legis- 
lature as to the framing of a proper law 
in the three opinions it has handed down 
that it ought to be possible to turn out a 
perfect job. 

One of the defects of the law is that 
it deprives certain persons of the right 
to vote at a primary. That can easily 
be curéd. The other defect is that the 
law allows a senatorial committee to fix 
the number of representatives to be voted 
for at a primary. But the court says a 
voter must have the same rights at a pri- 
mary as at a general election. At the 
latter he may vote for one, two, or three 
representatives. Therefore he must be 
permitted to do so at a primary. But 
that would mean the nomination of three 
representatives by each party in each 
senatorial district, and the party leaders 
would call the situation chaotic. There 
would no longer be the lone minority 
candidate with his election assured him. 
The voters, however, would not see an 
objection to the direct primary in the fact 
that it gave them a larger number of 
nominees to pick from. 

The direct primary idea has lost none 
of its popularity among the people, while 
the politicians have found out that it is 
not so damaging for them as they feared 
it might be. Therefore the shrewd poli- 


‘ticians will put no obstacles in the way of 


the enactment of another and a flawless 
direct primary act. 


ASYLUM REORGANIZATION. 

The asylum reorganization bill is a 
law. The governor has affixed his signa- 
ture to the measure which marks a for- 
ward step in the admitiistration of the 
charities of Illinois. It does not provide 
for all the improvements desired by the 
state board of charities or hoped for by 
the friends of the unfortunate. But sub- 
stantial gains have been made. 

Centralization of management is an im- 
portant feature. The separate boards 
which have controlled the different Insti- 
tutions are abolished. In their place 
there will be a central board of five 
members, three of whom are to be Repub- 
licans and two Democrats. A trace of 
the present local boards will remain in 
the shape of a board of three visitors tee! 
each of the institutions. The head of 
each asylum, likewise, is to select # 
member of the purchasing board. 

The political power of the present 
boards is taken away. The necessity of 
noting a man’s political affiliations in the 
selection of members of the central board 
is a reminder of the old régime, but there 
is a distinct gain under the new plan. 
To some extent, at least, the wards of 
the state are taken out of the hands of 
politicians who have played with them 
for party ends.

The present state board of charities is 
retained as an advisory body. The new 
plan will go into effect as soon as possi- 
ble after July 1. Some adjustments may 
be necessary here and there 80 as to de 
lay reorganization for a time. But it 
will not be long until the new machinery 
is in running order. Much will depend 
upon the men first intrusted with the 
carrying out of the measure. If they use 
the opportunity afforded them in a wise 
manner they will do much toward the es- 
tablishment of the charitable institutions 
of Lilinois upon a higher plane.

AFRAID OF THE FILIPINOS. 

The house tariff bill authorized the free 
importation from the Philippines of not 
to exceed 150,000,000 cigars and 3,000,- 
000 pounds of filler tobacco a year. This 
seemed to some American cigar manu- 
facturers and tobacco raisers dangerous 
generosity. It created alarm in Connecti- 
eut and Wisconsin. Senators Bulkeley 
and La Follette found for the first time a 
common standing ground. They joined 
teams to prevent the destruction of local 
industries by the little brown brother far 
out in the Pacific. 

The senate has reduced the number of 
cigars which may be admitted free to 
70,000,000. That may seem a large num- 
ber to those who are not acquainted with 
the American consumption of cigars. 
There were made in this country last year 
of the larger size 7,490,000,000 and of 
the smaller size 1,152,000,000. There 
also were manufactured 5, 168,000, 000 
cigarets. If the Philippine contribution 
were in excess of what the house is will- 
ing to permit the American industry 
would not be affected. 

Senator Aldrich admitted the absurdity 
of the amendment restricting the volume 
of tree importations when he asked for 
its adoption. He said the actual importa- 
tions would not equal the amount named 
in the amendment. Nor will they. The 
amount of filler tobacco which can be im- 
ported free has been cut down two-thirds 
by the senate to dispel the fears of fright- 
ened American producers. Only a little 
will de imported, because it does not hit 
the American taste. 

The action of the senaté is not caleu- 
lated to increase the affection of Filipinos 
for the American government. They see 
two of their important products granted 
only a restricted and grudging free ad- 
mission to the American market. They 
ean look on it only as an expression of 
fear of their competition or as evidence 
of the unwillingnéss of congress to pro- 
mote their prosperity.

The duke of Sabran+Ponteves is the fifth 
of his line, the dukedom having been be~ 
stowed, along with a seat in the house of 
peers, by King Charles X. on his devoted re- 
tainer and friend, Comte Elzear de Sabran, 
on the occasion of his coronation at Rheims 
in 1825, with remainder, owing to his own 
childlessneas, to the nephew of his wife, who 
belonged to thé equally illustrious and an- 
cient house of Ponteves, and of which this 
nephew, afterwards second duke of Sabran, 
was the chief. According to some the Sa- 
brans are, however, the oldest of all the fam- 
ilies of the French nobility, and Nostrada- 
mus, the physician, astrologer, and gene- 
alogist of the sixteenth century, did not hes- 
itate to trace its origin to Stilicho, the cele- 
brated general and nephew of Emperor 
Theodosius the Great. 

It is a fact, however, established by docu- 
mentary and historic evidence of unques- 
tioned authenticity, that William II. of Sa- 
bran, who exercised sovereign rights over 
Forcalquier, took part in the first crusade, 
and was one of the first three leaders to plant 
the standard of the cross on the walle of 
Jerusalem in 1099. A century later Gersinde 
de Sabran became the wife of Alphonse of 
Aragon, king of Provence, and in this fashion 
grandmother of Margaret, queen of France 
and consort of St. Louis, of Queen Eleanor of 
England, of Empress Blanche of Germany, 
and of Beatrice, queen of Naples and of 
Sicily. Pope Urban V. had as mother Eu- 
phalise de Sabran, and the house of Sabran 
has likewise furnished two saints to the 
Catholic church—namely: Elsear de Sabran 
and St. Rosseline. 

The Ponteves, in whom the house of Sa- 
bran is now merged, through the adoption of 
the chief of the Ponteves family by his un- 
cle, the first duke of Sabran, and last of the 
direct line of the house of Sabran, in olden. 
times bore the title of Princes d' Apt and 
exercised sovereignty over the valley of the 
Sault. During each of the last nine centuries 
there ha ve been several matrimonial alliances 
between it and the Sabrans. 80 that, al- 
though the present duke of Sabran is not 
strictly speaking a descendant of the first 
duke, yet he has as much Sabran blood in his 
veins as his great-great-uncle. 

— 


The modern de Sabran-Ponteves may be 
said to live up in every respect to the tradi- 
tiong, of their forbears. For there were no 
less six of them, including the late duke, 
in the field at the beginning of the war of 
1870, four of them being decorated with the 
cross of the Legion of Honor on the battle- 
field, where the two others lost their lives. 
One of them, Foulques de Sabran, who had 
previously served under Emperor Maximil- 
fan in Mexico as a volunteer, was the princi- 
pal hero of the battle of Champigny, and oc- 
cupies a conspicuous place on Detaille’s pic- 
ture of that sanguinary engagement. 

The dukedom of Sabran serves to recall 
the honors of this kind which were created 
on the restoration of the Bourbons in 1815. 
The first of them was the dukedom of Ava- 
ray, which in reality dated from the time of 
the presumed death of the dauphin in the 
temple, when the young prince's uncle, the 
comte de Provence, assumed, as Louis 
XVIII., the rank of a king in partibus. An- 
toine d'Avaray, chief of the house of Besiade, 
which had already won fame for the loyalty 
of its devotion to Henry IV., was grand mas- 
ter of the household to/ Louis XVIII. (who 
was then comte de Provence) prior to the 
revolution, and when the latter broke out 
organized all the means for his master’s 
wonderful flight from the palace of Luxem- 
bourg and from France. 

Louis narrowly escaped capture and shar- 
ing the fate of his ill-fated elder brother, 
Louis XVI., on the guillotine; and although 
held up in history as a monster of ingrati- 
tude, he never forgot what he owed to 
d’Avaray, both in connection with his es- 
cape and in the count's devoted and unselfish 
service throughout all the long and dreary 
D’Avaray died a short time 
before the actual restoration, but Louis 
XVIII. on his accession to the throne trans- 
ferred the dukedom to his faithful retainer’s 
old father, whose second son—that is to say, 
Antoine d’Avaray'’s younger brother—in- 
herited the title. The arms of the dukedom, 
by Louis XVIII.“s own wish, and in recogni- 
tion of all that he owed to Antoine d’Avaray, 
are adorned with the royal lilies of France 
and with the heraldic motto selected by the 
king: “ Vicit iter durum pietas.” 

* — 

The present Duc d' Avaray is the fourth 
of his line, and his wife, whom he divorced 
a number of years before his accession to 
the dukedom, now makes her home in this 
country, near New York, as the wife of the 
lion tamer, Bonavita, and under the fantastic 
title of Princess de Montglyon,” which she 
has assumed of her own accord, without any 
vestige of right, and which is not recognized 
by any court or government. She is coming 
into a good deal of prominence of late in con- 
nection with litigation about the alleged 
dying of a dog that had won a number of 
ribbons in kennel shows. 

Other dukedoms of the restoration were 
those of the duc de la Chatre, the duc de 
Damas, the duc d Crillon, the duc de Nar- 
bonne, and the duc de Caylus, of which only 
the latter remains in existence, all the oth- 
ers having become extinct. The great Tal- 
leyrand was also created duc de Talleyrand, 
with r to his nephew, and the duke- 
dom Will be inherited by the present prince 
de Sagan, husband of Anna Gould, on the 
death of his aged and demented father. 
Later on, and prior to his death, Louis XVIII. 
elevated Henri de Chastellux to the rank of 
duc de Rauzan on the occasion of his mar- 
riage with the daughter and heiress of the 
last duke of Duras, but this dukedom was 
merely “a brevet,” and not hereditary.

Presbyterian Delegate Criticises Dis- 
cussion Hinging on Decisions Made 
by United States Courts.

He reminded the Rev. Dr. Rob- 
erts that the court decisions thus far have 
referred exclusively to property and not to 
doctrine.

Declaring that the Chinese wall was a
